He says: My
uncle, who educated me up to the time
when 1 was fifteen years of age, would
say to.me when I left the tepee in the
morning, ‘Hakadah, look closely to every-
thing you see,” and at evening, on my re-
turn, he ussd often to catechize me for
an hour or so. '‘On which side of the
tree is the Light-colored bark? On which
side do they have the most regular bran-
ches?' It was his custom to let me name
the new birds that | had seen during the
day. | would name them according to
the color or shape of the bill or their song
or the appearance or locality of the nest.
